The 2,621 
cows that completed their records 1932 raised the 
average the 37,914 cows that have been tested

Out the 2,621 cows, thirty-nine made forty-two 
records that placed them that honor position 
being among the seventy leading cows the three 
different divisions. These forty-two records were dis- 
tributed follows: Eleven the single letter classes; 
nine the double letter section, and twenty-two the 
triple letter, Farmers’ Division. 

One the unusual features this year’s review 
the general good appearance the cows enter the 
class leaders. Pictures would indicate quite strongly 
that many breeders are getting that much desired but 
most elusive result—type and production.

the information those who are not acquainted 
with the different divisions the Advanced Regis- 
ter, the single letter classes are for those cows whose 
records cover duration 365 consecutive days. 
Records made the double letter classes are for the 
same duration the single letter classes, and addi- 
tion require that calf carried for least 265 days. 
The triple letter classes, Farmers’ Division, require 
that the duration the record shall for 305 days 
and that calf must carried for least 205 days. 

The letters designate the age the cow test with 
class being under two and one half years; class two 
and one-half three years; class three three and 
one-half years; class three and one-half four 
years; class four four and one-half years; class 
four and one-half five years, and class five years 
and over.

Single Letter Classes 


ROBABLY the greatest accomplishment the three 

different classifications was the single letter 
division. Eleven new records were made this section 
during the past year. The single letter division has 
been the most difficult enter because the fact that 
28,653 records have been made during the time the 
Advanced Register. the past six years only thirty- 
two animals have been able enter among the class 
leaders this single letter division. This would make 
average about five animals year. 1932 eleven 
animals placed this section, and new records were 
made every class but 

There were 1,861 records made that increased the 
production the 28,653 records that have been made 
since the beginning the Advanced Register 48.8 
pounds milk and 3.0 pounds butter fat. The 
present average all the single letter records 10264.2 
pounds milk and 507.0 pounds butter fat. 

The best year’s record milk production the single 
letter classes remains the same has for several years, 
24008.0 pounds produced Murne Cowan 19597. 
The average the ten largest records shows in- 
trease 43.9 pounds milk. butter fat produc- 
the best year’s record the same, that 1112.5 
butter fat, produced Anesthesia Faith 
Hill Stead 114354. The average the ten largest

number enter the double letter classes was 
reduced somewhat only nine records were made. 
Three the classes, AA, and remain un- 
changed from 1931. There were 362 records made 
the double letter classes and these increased the produc- 
tion 54.3 pounds milk and 2.3 pounds butter 
fat. There now total 6,247 that have made 
double letter records which average 9833.6 pounds 
milk and 494.0 pounds butter fat. The class leaders 
this division have been quite popular, 1931 
there were fourteen new ones and other years the 
average would run between fifteen and sixteen. 

The best year’s record milk production remains 
22000.4 pounds, having been produced previously 
Topsy Thousand Springs 137339. The average the 
ten largest records this division shows increase 
86.3 pounds milk. Silverwood Diana 82940 still 
holds the best butter fat record, that 974.8 pounds 
produced class AA. The ten highest records remain 
the same 1931 with average 931.6 pounds. 
One change was made class CC, two DD, three 
and three GG. 


The Triple Letter Classes 


were twenty-two new records made the 
triple letter classes. This the lowest number 
since the class was begun 1924. year there 
were twenty-six new animals enter, while 1930 
there were twenty-four. Since there are only 2,878 
Guernseys the triple letter division would naturally 
expected that more changes would appear this 
division than any other. During the past year 445 
cows finished their triple letter records and raised the 
average 2,878 cows 4.1 pounds milk and 
pounds butter fat. 

The best triple letter milk record, that made 
Silverwood Diana 82940, 17100.4 pounds still remains 
the lead. The average the ten largest records was 
increased during the year 326.4 pounds milk. 
The best triple letter butter fat record shows great 
increase from 727.7 pounds 860.1 pounds, 
increase 132.4 pounds butter fat. the ten 
largest butter fat records the average was raised 
21.0 pounds. New records were made follows: Two 
each AAA, BBB and CCC, three DDD, four 
three FFF and six GGG. 


World Champions 


HREE were five new world champion records made 
during the past year. May Royal’s Eloise 249165, 
producing 14498.3 pounds milk and 870.2 pounds 
butter fat. made world champion record class 
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DD. She replaced Pearl’s Orpha 98429 producing 
increase 41.3 pounds butter fat. 

Chuckanut Linneta 288172 was awarded world 
championship class when she produced 13156.9 
pounds milk and 823.9 pounds butter fat. This 
was increase over the record made Daisy Princess 
Millay’s Homestead 206696 611.8 pounds milk 
and 40.6 pounds butter fat. 

class AAA Imp. Hilltop Butterfat’s Clara 160768 
made world record when she produced 15963.3 pounds 
milk and 860.1 pounds butter fat. this record 
she eliminated Imp. Dunwalk Gem’s Beauty 190667 
increased production 1863.7 pounds milk 
and 132.4 pounds butter fat. 

Bear Canyon’s Ruby 253962 became world record 
cow class DDD, eliminating Governor Glen’s Royal 
Maid 207770, when she produced 11510.7 pounds 
milk and 647.4 pounds butter fat. This was in- 
crease 178.1 pounds milk and 45.5 pounds butter 
fat. 

class FFF Hilltop Butterfat Maid 265849 made 
world record producing 11848.1 pounds milk and 
614.1 pounds butter fat. She increased the former 
record 22.9 pounds butter fat. 


Fifteen Year Comparison 


COMPARISON the production the Advanced 

Register for the past fifteen years considerable 
interest. 1917 there were 5,449 cows, all the 
single letter division, that averaged 8878.7 pounds 
milk and 442.9 pounds butter fat. When that 
compared with the cows that have passed through the 
Advanced Register division, and their present average 
over 10,000 pounds milk and 497.3 pounds 
butter fat, shows increase 1147.3 pounds 
milk and 54.4 pounds butter fat. Each year 
necessary for the animals that have finished their 
records produce enough more bring the average 
the whole higher level and this has been done 
since the start the Advanced Register. 

Take for instance the five year period from 1917 
1922. There find 12,219 cows with average 
production 9169.3 pounds milk and 459.0 pounds 
butter fat. another five year period, from 1922 
1927, with almost double the number cows, 
22,900, their average the single, double and triple 
letter classes was 9675.3 pounds milk and 483.2 
pounds butter fat. Compared with the figures given 
the beginning this article, the past five year 
average still shows increase both the production 
milk and butter fat. 


until 1917 there was only one class, that the 
single letter division. After that the double letter 
classification came in, and later the triple letter 
class, but notwithstanding the different classifications, 
the increase has been constant. 


The Seventy Class Leaders 


fifteen year comparison the average yield 
the seventy class leaders the various divisions, 
find very marked change. Rather than 
into the detail each five year period, suffice say 
that the single letter class the average the seventy 
class leaders 1917 was 14603.8 pounds milk and 
766.5 pounds butter fat with average test 5.25. 
fifteen years this has been increased 1921.2 
pounds milk and 123.9 pounds butter fat. The 
test has also increased from 5.25 5.39. 


the double letter class the increase was more 
coming from average 9397.28 pounds 
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milk and 477.1 pounds butter fat 14794.4 pounds 
milk and 797.6 pounds butter fat, difference 
5397.1 pounds milk and 320.5 pounds butter 
fat. The triple letter division began show results 
and the first classes were published July 1924. 
that time the average the seventy class leaders 
was 8012.9 pounds milk and 409.4 pounds butter 
fat, while today 11560.6 pounds milk and 
pounds butter fat, increase the eight 
3547.7 pounds milk and 190.1 pounds butter 
fat. 


The yearly average the records completed 
interest these five year periods and the table below 
gives the number Advanced Register records com- 
pleted for the years 1917, 1922, 1927 and 1932, 
five year periods, showing the fifth year only.

Where Animals Were Bred and Are Now Owned 


HESE new leading cows made their records 
twelve states, while they were bred eleven states 
and the Island Guernsey. New York leads both 
the number cows bred that state and the number 
owned when making their records. There were twelve 
animals bred and owned the State New York 
among the thirty-nine cows make the forty-two new 
records. 


For second place the number cows bred and 
owned one state necessary jump the Pacific 
Coast because Washington holds the honor having 
seven new records among the class leaders. Connecti- 
cut third with six bred and owned, while New Jersey 
has five owned and four bred. There were three owned 
and bred Pennsylvania, two Massachusetts, two 
owned and one bred California, and one each 
New Hampshire, Colorado, Wisconsin 
Rhode Island had one owner, while three the cows 
were bred the Island Guernsey. the thirty- 
nine cows, thirty-one records were made 
breeders, the same farm which the animal was 
born.

The Bureau Dairying, Depart- 
Dairy Products ment Agriculture, has issued 
Outlook dairy production outlook for 1933. 
are using portions this the 
following editorial. 

The total output the American dairy industry 
continues approximately balance with the 
domestic consumption. Expansion beyond this re- 
sults disastrously low prices because the non- 
effectiveness tariff protection when production out- 
runs domestic demand. With the domestic demand 
curtailed the lowered urban purchasing power, any 
material expansion will checked considerable 
reduction prices, until unemployment reduced and 
consumer purchasing power improved. 

During the last five years there has been substan- 
tial increase the number cows, induced partly 
the attempt supplement income from other sources, 
partly the cheapness grains, and partly the 
slackening sale cows because the extremely 
low prices paid for them. Total milk production 
1932 was greater than 1931, but the increase 
numbers cows still gives potential productive 
capacity above that recent years spite the fact 
that some these cows would have been culled 
normal year. 

not probable, however, that such expansion will 
realized any alarming degree under present price 
conditions. the other hand, there seems reason 
believe that the dairy industry has reached turning 
point and about contract. Production likely 
sustained even slightly increased 1933 over that 
1932. The culling out low producers and the 
consequent raising the quality cows seems 
await the stimulus better prices. But more liberal 
feeding dairy cows entirely possible view the 
supply and price feeds. The trend all cattle num- 
bers now upward and may expected continue 
for several years. The number milk cows likely 
move upward with the upward trend the supply 
all cattle. 

The number milk cows and heifers two years old 
over, farms, increased from 22,129,000 head 
January 1928, 24,379,000 January 1932, 
increase ten per cent during the four years. During 
1932 there was further increase about four per 
cent. Only about the usual percentage heifers was 
added the herds, but.an unusually small proportion 
the cows was culled out, culling during 1932 being 
reduced from the usual average about sixteen per 
cent the cows about thirteen per cent. Under 
ordinary conditions about five per cent the cows now 
the farms would have been culled out during the 
last three years, but culling has been retarded all 
states the cheapness grain, the ample supply 
labor the farms, and the low price cows. 

response the high price milk cows prior 
1930, the number yearling heifers being kept for 
milk cows increased from 4,045,000 January, 1926, 
4,777,000 January, 1931. The number then de- 
clined 4,665,000 January, 1932. The present 
number probably about the same January 
1932, only slightly more than enough cover the 
normal percentage culling and death losses. The 
price milk cows low that most farmers appear 
raising only about the number heifers they 
would ordinarily need maintain the present number 
milk cows their farms. 
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The price situation has had effect milk prod- 
uction quite different from that milk cow 
Milk production per cow increased nearly ten per cent 
from 1924 1929. Production declined from 4,582 
pounds per cow 1929 about 4,466 pounds 1931, 
about three per cent. was further drop 
about four per cent 1932. 

The storage situation regard dairy products 
whole was generally strong throughout 1932, com- 
pared with 1931. Stocks butter cold storage 
the first January, 1932, was the lowest record for 
that date and stocks all manufactured dairy products 
were lighter than January 1931. terms milk 
equivalents, the reduction under January 
amounted thirty-eight per cent. the beginning 
the new storing season May somewhat similar 
situation prevailed, with total stocks manufactured 
dairy products, milk equivalent basis, twenty-six 
per cent lower than May 1931. 

Stocks creamery butter January 1933, 
reached new low record for that date, totaling 
000 pounds, compared with 26,643,000 pounds 
January 1932, and January five year average 
52,410,000 pounds. Stocks American cheese 
January 1933, totaled 57,750,000 pounds compared 
with 60,804,000 pounds January 1932, and five 
year average 63,685,000 pounds. Stocks canned 
milk January were 119,596,000 pounds com- 
pared with 152,447,000 pounds January 1932. 
Total stocks January 1933, butter, cheese, and 
canned milk, combined milk-equivalent 
were sixteen per cent lower than year earlier. 

The decline wholesale prices dairy products, 
which started the latter part 1929, continued 
1932. low point was reached June with some re- 
covery during the last half the year. The general 
decline dairy product prices during the three year 
period was influenced the deflation commodity 
prices generally, rather than any marked change 
the output dairy products. 

the preceding two years, farm prices dairy 
products during 1932 did not decline much did 
farm prices generally. Farm prices all products 
1932 averaged twenty-nine per cent lower than 1931, 
while farm prices dairy products averaged twenty-five 
per cent less. Prices received farmers for feed grains 
1932 were thirty-seven per cent less than 1931. 
Prices dairy products, although unusually low, de- 
clined less than farm prices generally and materially less 
than feed grain prices.

endeavor suggest four classes 
the Advanced Register which will

for analysis these class-

tially for those who wish milk 
cows only twice day and 
same time have their cows freshen 
every twelve months.

the one which fills the 
present gap where cows have 
been running triple letter and fail 
make the triple letter calving re- 
quirements. present, when 
breeder has had cow test for 
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several months twice day milk- 
ing and finds that she will not calve 
time qualify for triple letter, 
the record automatically carried 
for 365 days and then published 
letter record. This prac- 
tice calls for some change. 

most certainly not fair and 
the same time useless for com- 
parative purposes. When one looks 
single letter class, there method 
distinguishing whether that rec- 
ord was made twice three times 
day milking.

therefore, have Herd Test, 
but distinctly more reliable 
one than have now. Prelimi- 
nary milkings would then essen- 
tial the cow would under ex- 
actly the same conditions any 
other cows the class herds 
where all the cows perhaps were not 
are have records stamped official- 
that must have uniform set 
regulations under which the tests 
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are made. preliminary milkings 
are necessary, and there ques- 
tion mind that they are, 
one class they are just necessary 
another.

not for one moment con- 
demning Herd Improvement work; 
endeavoring encourage it, 
and give higher rating our 
minds, merely proposing that all 
herd work done one the 
four proposed classes under the 
same conditions individual work 
done, and encouraging owners 
test their entire herds offering 
substantially reduced fee those 
who will enter their entire herds 
test. 

The fact that testing herd im- 
provement class can done 
local herd 
tions should have bearing the 
weight attached the record when 
published. Surely the local cow 
tester should credited with 
much honesty supervisor from 
fact,in these days when people are 
getting down fundamentals 
might good idea allow all 
Advanced Register testing 
done when possible local Herd 
Associations, with 
several check-ups year the 
present State supervisors. the 
only way that the testing entire 
herds can done economically and 
unless can devise scheme 
whereby all Advanced Register rec- 
ords are somewhat comparable, 
going mighty hard thing 
future years compare the value 
different animals. 

Let have the herd test all 
means, but let first make change 
our classes outlined and then 
have our entire herds tested one 


more those classes—doing 
economically the reduction 
fees and the use local herd im- 


provement associations. Nothing 
would give greater impetus the 
testing Guernsey cows. Only 
two things stop anyone from testing 
present. One the cost the 
individual plan adopted and the 
other the lack significance at- 
tached the records made the 
present Herd Improvement Class. 

The suggestions might 
very well formulated into plan 
which would combine reliability 
with economy. 


Study the Questions Which 
Arise 


reading these suggestions 
for improvement, doubt cer- 
tain points arise breeders’ minds 
just how they should carried 
out. this subject understood, 
that is, the changes are really ana- 
lyzed, not think will meet 
with any serious opposition the 
main points. perfectly aware 
that there are small points which 
different breeders may not agree, 
but they are not such magnitude 
that they cannot ironed out 
without affecting the general plan. 
There one thing must all re- 
member, and that must con- 
sider the greatest common good 
rather than the isolated cases. 

Not for one moment think 
that every Guernsey breeder will 
should endorse the plan one hundred 
per cent. all know, how- 
ever, that there great deal 
dissatisfaction with our present Ad- 
vanced Register. breeder re- 
cently wrote endorsing our effort, 
“Today everything must stand 
its own merit, and the reason that 
Advanced Register testing has lag- 
ged that has not met the pop- 
fore, keep mind that always 
easy pick holes suggestions; but 
nothing ever accomplished unless 
the picker has something construc- 
tive offer its place. 

After hearing from number 
breeders find that the majority 
seem think the suggested CLASS- 
are improvement. Several 
points have been raised the 
method execution, and find 
that these points might very well 
incorporated with the sugges- 
tions. 

The questions which arise are 
about these: (1) Would not 
better cut the triple letter class 
calving requirement 175 days 
instead 205? (2) While the 
classes are good, how does reduce 
the cost over the present method? 
(3) Would not the use herd 
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provement testers place the 
Advanced Register men let 
down the bars the reliability 


our Advanced Register? (4) 
entered our entire herds order 
get the reduced entrance fee, would 
mean would have test our 
entire herd year after year, irre- 
spective whether some the cows 
already had Advanced Register rec- 
ords? (5) Could the Club stand 
the reduction the fee $2.00 
instead the present $10.00 fee? 
(6) Could not still further reduce 
the number classes? 

answers the above ques- 
tions order are these: 


(1) The Triple Letter Class 


triple letter class was created 
for the farmer’s benefit, that 
his cows might calve once year, 
every 365 days thereabouts. Re- 
ducing very far from the 205 day 
period would defeat the purpose 
the creation the class. Some 
breeders have given this matter 
great deal thought the study 
heat periods, and say that the 
calving requirement was reduced 
190 days would accomplish the 
same purpose and take care any 
irregularities the heat periods. 

They say that cow was bred 
the fourth heat period, she would 
her calf 221 days, she 
missed that service she would 
bred the next heat, which would 
make her carry the calf 200 days, 
thereby losing out the 205 day 
period, and yet actually being preg- 
nant from service the fifth heat 
period from day calving. 

They feel that few days leeway 
would not affect the class and yet 
allow for week two irregularity 
heat periods. With that argu- 
not get over couple weeks 
away from the present 205 day re- 
quirement; this same argument 
presented several other breeders, 
though they advocate 175 days, 
which feel sneaking away too 
far from the original purpose the 
class. 

However, find another argu- 
ment presented why the calv- 
ing requirement should dropped 
175 days, and with this not 
finishing her test 305 days, 
milking thirty pounds day more, 
cannot dried and given rest 
she has within the 365 
day period. contention 
that breeder endeavors keep 
his cow milking thirty pounds 
aday the end her tenth month, 
knowing full well that class 
calls for calf the end 
the twelfth month, then has 
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right the triple letter class. 
should the proposed double 
letter class, which enables him 
milk the cow through the year and 
yet give her couple month’s 
rest. 

Let first understand the idea 
the triple letter class before pulling 
pieces. The idea for 
cow milk 305 days and calve 
within 365; other words the aver- 
age dairyman’s method handling 
his herd. This means that the 
farmer’s herd the cow through 
milking just about dry the 
end the tenth month, and there- 
fore gets six eight weeks’ rest be- 
fore calving again. breeders in- 
tend enter class created strictly 
for the average farmer’s method 
handling his herd, then they should 
willing abide the conditions 
and handle their herd the same 
manner the man for whom the 
class was created. 

these breeders having entered 
the triple letter class intend force 
their cows right the 305th day, 
knowing perfectly well that they 
are not going get the cow dry 
time have any rest before calving 
again within 365 days, then they 
must obliged suffer the conse- 
quences their own foolishness. 
they will use some discretion and 
allow the cow slacken down the 
beginning her tenth month, they 
will then have the cow dry very 
shortly after the completion her 
record, and able give her 
least six weeks’ rest. they will 
not this then very evident 
that they intend milk the cow for 
practically full period 365 days; 
and that their intention, the 
cow should the 365 day class, 
and not the triple letter class. 


(2) Reduction Cost

That point really 
the crux the entire suggestions, 
get all work done one more 
the four classes rather than 
the creation separate herd im- 
provement test under totally 
different methods Advanced 
Register work. Under plan, 
the local herd improvement man 
men would used for six tests 
every other month, the Advanced 
Register men used for the other six 
tests. The testers would use iden- 
tically the same methods; the herd 
testers would test each individual 
milking, the same the Advanced 
Register men now. 


The reason why hear the

305 days 
meets the average farmer’s require- 
ments better than 365, but either 
number days entirely method 
handling one’s herd.

Certainly the 
present requirement would then 
too low. Any cow milked three 
times day, run for 365 days, 
hardly calf, all, which could 
not make least fifty pounds 
butter fat more (and better 100) 
than the present standard, most 
certainly not the sort Guernsey 
breed from and, therefore, has 
place our Advanced Register. 


With thought and cooperation 
and the principle the common 
good mind, quite possible 
work out plan, somewhat line 
with these suggestions, which will 
meet the public’s demand great 
deal better than our present ar- 
rangement.
